people are not readers; certainly 
not readers Catholic material. Many fail 
shamefully support the Catholic press. 
They have appetite zeal for the in- 
tellectual presentation the Catholic po- 
sition. Every Catholic weekly and monthly 
America today crying out for sub- 
scribers, crying many instances the 
wilderness, only able stave off bank- 
ruptcy the heroism and sacrifice edi- 
tors, publishers, and writers. Splendid 
pamphlets are pouring from the inspired 
pens our priests and laymen. Many such 
writings are doomed remain the pub- 
lishers’ shelves, gathering dust and feeding 
worms.” This complaint, voiced Roberta 
Shriver Grader, president St. Augustine 
Diocesan Council, N.C.W.C., the Fort 
Wayne convention few years ago, soli- 
tary but representative. The complaint 
justified. paper rests that assump- 
tion and here refrain from quoting more 
such complaints not because they are net 
hand but because feel that they are not 
required. 

The scope paper more limited 
than that the complaint just quoted. 
propose briefly discuss: Why Catholic 
high-school students not read Catholic 
periodical literature; why they should read 
it; and how they can interested it. 


Students Should Read Catholic 
Periodicals 


Catholic high-school students not 
read Catholic periodical literature then 
there something wrong with the mer- 
chandise, the market, the methods 
narketing; there something wrong with 
editors, the high-school students, 
hose whose responsibility shape 
habits youth.

The author 
this charge defended his thesis quite 
eloquently. Said he: “What Catholic 
literature? Certainly piece literature 
not Catholic simply because treats the 
seal confession. mean that neither the 
author’s faith nor the subject selects will 
determine whether what writes will 
Catholic not. The works some Prot- 
estants are almost Catholic literature, and 
the works some Catholics are definitely 
not Catholic literature. Show the maga- 
zine that contains Catholic literature. Oc- 
casionally article found that might 
called Catholic, but most authors try 
Catholic pagan way, strive imi- 
tate closely possible their more suc- 
cessful pagan and Protestant writers, 
else they write religious literature which 
certainly distinct from Catholic litera- 
ture. have Cardinal Newman au- 
thority for that. The Cardinal says: ‘By 
Catholic Literature not understood 
literature which treats exclusively 
primarily Catholic matters, Catholic 
doctrine, controversy, history, persons, 
politics; but includes all subjects liter- 
ature whatever, treated Catholic would 
treat them and only can treat them. 
Catholic literature not synonymous 
with theology, nor does supersede in- 
terfere with the work catechists, divines, 
preachers, schoolmen.’ Page through any 
magazine which loosely call Catholic. 
Eliminate the pagan and the religious liter- 
ature. What left?” 

The indictment this critic doubt 
oversevere. Yet correctly insists care- 
ful usage the term “Catholic Literature.” 
And certainly true that Catholic edi- 
tors (though they will say that they have 
print something) and Catholic writers 
cannot wholly exonerated. One the

fundamental reasons for the unpopularity 
many Catholic magazines that they 
are written not for the sake Catholic 
literature but “alms-seeking” devices. 


Literature Charity 

“The alms-seeking magazine has created 
peculiar situation our modern 
tion field. has purposed sell the 
Catholic public two commodities: literature 
and charity. The public may either 
eager reluctant buy literature; may 
either eager reluctant buy charity. 
But stoutly resents buying one under the 
guise the other. does not want 
sold literature and find out that has 
bought charity; neither does want 
sold charity and find out that has bought 
literature. The reaction this method 
sales has been resentment the part 
the laity, the clergy, and the hierarchy; 
and this accounts almost wholly for the 
immense difficulties that lie the way 
circulation for Catholic 


The Interests Youth

There Good Catholic Literature 


But lay all the blame for the failure 
youth read Catholic literature our 
editors and writers would unfair and 
unjust. Our editors and writers must 
praised for their self-sacrificing efforts. The 
fact that there abundance, not 
much, course, desirable, but still 
abundance interesting and instructive 
Catholic literature with appeal 
youth. 

Can blame youth? Hardly. they 
have not developed good reading habits 
good Catholic literature, their parents 
and teachers who are blamed. But 
here again the blame must mitigated. 
The radio, the movies, the automobile, pic- 
torial magazines, pagan fiction, public 
playgrounds, and the rush modern life 
are all against them. But they realized 
the importance interesting Catholic 
youth the Catholic press, they might 
induced redouble their efforts stimu- 
late Catholic reading among our youth.

life’s machinery. Books help acquire 
power and skill; grow what feed 

Catholic literature must placed the 
hands Catholic youth for 
reason, positive and negative one. 
Catholic literature must our Catholic youth 
made conscious their dignity and 
their duty. They must made aware 
the fact (for few boys and girls have much 
more than heard the supernatural, much 
less learned appreciate its significance) 
that they are members Christ’s body, and 
share with Him the priesthood. They must 
learn realize what privileged class 
Catholics are and set fire with zeal 
spread Christ’s kingdom reproducing 
their lives the life their Master. Cath- 
olic literature, properly written, can 
that. There nothing more keenly interest- 
ing, more wildly romantic, more positively 
thrilling than Catholic dogma. Further, 
interest Catholic literature will protect 
our youth (for youth will read something) 
from the “flood pornographic literature 
which surfeiting the nation via the chan- 
nels virtually every corner fruit store, 
stationery store, circulating library, and 
throughout 


Practical Suggestion 
offering few suggestions which hope 
may some help teachers and libra- 
rians. First, believe that the high-school 
curriculum should include reading classes

train students read critically and cor- 
rectly. One the chief exercises such 
classes would have the students select 
the best paragraph passage from cer- 
tain number magazines.

Second, would suggest that, through 
the diocesan superintendent, 
school student writing the best essay 
Catholic magazines awarded prize.

Education Radio

our government recognized the im- 
portance education democracy. This 
opportunity, for considerable time, how- 
ever, was limited the privileged and 
leisure class. democracy advanced, edu- 
cation became more widespread. The 
red schoolhouse” was symbol that 
change. Fortunately, within recent times 
forward-looking educators 
that the school process should extend all 
young and old, the mother the home, 
the worker his noonday lunch, the 
scholar, and the unlettered. Radio has filled 
this need. has been said that the quality 
the life community will not rise 
above the educational level the average 
citizen. Radio has raised the culture level 
the nation bringing the best music 
and the literary arts into the home. 
Since all radio stations are required 
furnish proof that they are operating 
“the public interest, convenience, and ne- 
cessity” before they can obtain renewals 
their licenses each six months, the question 
accurate classification the different 
kinds programs being broadcast over 
station for six-month period becomes 
real concern view the fact that the 
schedule programs actually broadcast 
submitted the station factual evi- 
dence its having conformed the re- 
quirements the law. Each station free 
use its own judgment what con- 
siders educational features, and the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission accepts 
the classification the station’s word. 
This perfunctory statement the broad- 
casting company’s educational features 
not accepted without challenge, however, 
many groups educators and organiza- 
tions which are not satisfied with the gen- 
eral character some the programs 
which are broadcast the radio stations. 
From time time the feeling such 
groups rose high that they persuaded 
Congress consider proposal that would 
regulate certain fixed proportion the

Cooperation Educational 
Broadcasting 


After considerable discussion the 
proposition, the Commission reported 
Congress that concluded that change 
was considered advisable that time. This 
judgment the Commission 
tulated the fact that the radio stations 
reported that they would devote certain 
amount time educational programs, 
the educational agencies could assure them 
that the character and quality the pro- 
grams would such hold the atten- 
tion the station’s listeners. con- 
structive move the solution the 
problem, the Commission appointed Fed- 
eral Radio Educational Committee consist- 
ing members the radio industry and 
the various educational groups. This Com- 
mittee’s discussions resulted compre- 
hensive program for the study impor- 
tant factors involved eliminating 
misunderstanding between broadcasters 
and educators. Disagreement resulted 
what constituted educational broadcast. 
The Committee concluded that did not 
follow that because program emanated 


from educational institution that was 
educational. The broadcasting football 
game may hardly classified educa- 
tional feature. the other hand, pro- 
gram sponsored and broadcast com- 
mercial station need not lack educational 
value. matter fact, the educational 
value program may enhanced its 
educational content disguised. 

the educators themselves cannot agree 
the nature educational program, 
would well-nigh impossible con- 
struct definition which would satis- 
factory and practical value. Perhaps the 
value may determined examining 
various educational processes which are 
used test ordinary educational situa- 
tions, whether the school, home, 
the shop, the farm, regardless the 
subject matter dealt with the age the 
learner. These educational processes are 
primarily the informing process, then the 
instructing process, and lastly the thinking 
process. applying these processes the 
problem educational broadcasting, 
have series tests with which measure 
the educational content any program. 
For example, program conveys socially 
desirable information, tending improve 
the individual listener’s social knowledge 
and culture that can make practical 
application this knowledge, and in- 
volves problem constructive thinking, 
may considered educational broad- 
casting. 


What Radio Education? 


regard definition what might 
constitute educational program, James 
Harbord, the Radio Corporation 
America, answer the question, 
Radio Education?” said: “Radio educa- 
tion broadcasting educators and 
broadcasting schools, and catching the 
attention millions with programs that 
add knowledge and stated

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that was not exclusively the one the 
other, but both combined the most effec- 
tive manner possible. 

After reviewing voluminous printed ma- 
terial regarding the disagreement educa- 
tors and broadcasters, think that the 
fault with educators. Many them seem 
look upon the radio entirely new 
form education, without educational 
value. Radio not entirely new form 
old form used differently. has educa- 
tional value. educational force will 
just effective the men and women 
who control its programs are able make 
it. Properly planned and conducted, the 
radio may continuously become more val- 
uable educators. worthy con- 
tributors this ideal, educators must learn 
broadcasting technique. The art teaching 
and the essentials radio broadcasting are 
fundamental knowledge for the making 
successful radio education. Without the 
ability project personality and make 
material sufficiently interesting and attrac- 
tive people will want listen in, radio 
education doomed failure, far 
the rank and file are concerned. 

Many educators say there learning 
process involved, because the pupils are 
not active. They conclude that since they 
cannot see the large classes students 
sitting their desks their homes with 
pencils hand, their reaction merely 
passive the words the broadcaster. 
This not true. the work con- 
ducted properly, the pupils can carry out 
wide variety activities they 
follow their regular classes. 


Interest Comes First 


not all likely that radio talks 
and educational programs will ever attract 
many listeners, unless educators are able 
use technique similar that followed 
publishers popular magazines and 
papers. Editors discovered long ago that 
the dissemination knowledge must 
made interesting. The same true ad- 
vertisers who are past masters making 
the product appeal and using repetition 
that constantly varied. Teachers are 
accustomed forcing knowledge upon stu- 
dents, that the teacher disregards the fact 
that academically uninteresting program 
will not attract. interest not made 
paramount, the listener will probably turn 
the dial walk away from the receiving 
set. Radio must appeal not only the 
mental but also the emotional activity 
the listener. Affectation, aloofness, 
stilted mannerism will readily detected. 
Alertness, friendliness, and sincerity are 
mental characteristics essential good 
broadcasting. Self-consciousness will dis- 
appear one visualizes listeners group 
one’s own classroom.

The interview and dramatic continuity 
methods frequently have been found suc- 
cessful. situation which one person 
gives information another dramatized, 
for example, mother telling her daugh- 
ter how bake cake.

The different subjects 
demand different types programs. Ques- 
tionnaires are issued the basis ma- 
terial presented the teacher.

and other subjects, which the pupils 
must listen and make report the 
teacher. 

Large city elementary schools are prac- 
tically all radio equipped. grade schools, 
the radio has made definite progress, both 
regard classroom instruction and sup- 
plementary work. Music, elementary 
science, literature, geography, 
civics, foreign languages, and speech are 
some the subjects which are brought 
down the level the pupil. 

Among the splendid achievements this 
procedure the work being 
WHAM, Rochester, Y., and WTAM, 
Cleveland. Rochester, science taught 
over the air. the seventh grade, two half- 
hour periods week are devoted this 
study and classroom discussions. Also, 
fifty-minute periods are given art ap- 
preciation which purely supplementary 
the classroom work. Thus, the advan- 
tages the master teacher necessary 
this field are brought the pupil. There 
are probably fifty sixty schools outside 
Rochester which tune these programs. 
There also current-events program, 
which includes series geography broad- 
casts the fourth-grade level, and several 
safety programs. these safety programs, 
the school’s safety officers, the president 
the local safety committee, and the junior 
traffic leader the broadcasting. library 
program also sponsored and produced 
this station. similar condition prevails 
practically all schools located the larger 
cities. 

The University Wisconsin, Station 
WHA, broadcasts programs the grade 
and high schools. number the elemen- 
tary schools Wisconsin 
equipped and regularly receive one more 
radio programs week from the university. 

Michigan schools also receive instruction 
radio. Both music and regular lecture 
series are common. 

Ohio schools receive instruction radio 
through Ohio State University. experi- 
mental center develops material for 
week’s use. More than seven thousand 
pupils receive the broadcast fifteen- 
minute program. Cleveland, the Travel 
Club the Air has received fine responses 
for its programs which endeavor bring 
the world seen through the eyes the 
traveler the student. California and 
Florida schools receive radio education 
through their respective networks. 

would interesting point re- 
search get direct information from all 
the state educational departments the 
success and method their systems 
radio teaching. 

High schools have followed the universi- 
ties and colleges their education-on-the- 
air activities. San Francisco and Miami 
high-school students were among the more 
than 150 schools, colleges, radio stations, 
and camps which have presented before 
the microphone the educational radio proj- 
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ect the Office Education entitled 
“Interviews with the Newspapers 
have entered the radio educational field, 
with the motive, doubt, increasing 
their circulation, yet with ultimate benefit 
the junior and senior high schools, 
stimulating pupils keep well informed 
current events.

Today approximately 180 
institutions offer radio work for academic 
credit, increase 164 schools. Few 
other curricular items even remotely ap- 
proach such phenomenal growth. survey 
made covering 280 college bulletins dis- 
ciosed which offer radio instruction. 
This group includes total 100 non- 
technical radio courses, carrying 228 hours 
academic credit. When radio courses 
were inaugurated, the majority colleges 
did not know under what department

Wisconsin State (WHA) noted for its 
typewriting courses over the air. About 
per cent the students enrolled reported 
progress speed, the average accomplish- 
ment being words minute. 

Numbers universities and colleges now 
have their own broadcasting stations which 
they operate six hours day. The smaller 
colleges are handicapped lack funds 
carry this expensive procedure. 


Adult Education Radio 


Radio well adapted adult education, 
since this means knowledge may im- 
parted the older members com- 
munity who cannot attend school. Mothers 
learn care for their children, cook, 
study; industry presents latest methods 
and devices; agricultural bureaus give the 
farmer the result current experiment; or-

morale and principle labor, whatsoever 
the interest, today well informed all 
made possible through the radio. 

There are also many programs that are 
broadcast from both large and small sta- 
tions which are indirectly educational, and 
because they are indirect, are great edu- 


cational value. Some these programs in- 
clude: America’s Town Meeting; March 
Time; NBC Music Guild; Radio Guild; 
Chicago University Forum; Symphony 
Orchestras; Metropolitan Opera Company; 
Congressional Debates; Short-Wave Broad- 
casts International Affairs; Farm and 
Home Hour; and various religious broad- 
casts. New York City high schools require 
their seniors listen specified broad- 
cast lessons part their regular home- 
work. 


Varied Educational Programs 


Some types community stations de- 
vote only per cent their time strictly 
educational programs. The report the 
Federal Radio Commission for 1932 shows 
the percentage total time for 582 sta- 
tions was 12.52. This report was based 
the returns from various special types 
stations, including those operated the 
Columbia Broadcasting System. For nine 
months the year 1934, per cent all 
programs were educational and cultural 
value. The Office Education now 
sees the rights education the air. 
cooperates with broadcasters and educa- 
tors supplying worth-while programs 
schools and colleges. 

All these programs and many more 
come into our classrooms and into our 
homes every day our lives. Radio con- 
stitutes hope for unbiased, unselfish con- 
sideration the public. meeting the 
challenge.

The human element the product 
intelligence and will, the divine element 
grace. Harmony between these human and 
divine elements leads the performance 
repeated acts faith, thus habit 
faith. 

Strictly speaking the child not possessed 
definite fixed individuality. Exercise 
indulgence during the plastic period develops 
each faculty and inclination, while neglect 
suppression function atrophies and enfeebles 
them. Excellencies mind and heart and will 
are natural gifts God and they vary with 
the individual. Properly nurtured they result 
strong and varied individualities. The fact

Facts, however, seem 
point the conclusion that while bad 
home influence can negative much the posi- 
tive influence strong teacher personality, 
good home influence does not seem neutral- 
ize defective teacher personality. 

All the data presenting represent actual 
cases and all were gathered from firsthand 
sources. The teachers concerned are religious 
both sexes from different communities. 


Christ’s Poverty and Humility 


The first basic aspect Christ’s social ex- 
ample His poverty and humility. not 
only became man, but identified Himself 
with the poorest and lowliest men. Would 
have approved the treatment accorded 
Joseph, sixteen-year-old clean-living boy 
from poor home? Joseph was poor student, 
scatterbrained, restless class. Instead em- 
ploying the constructive technique accorded 
the boys from the richer families, the teacher 
gave Joseph humiliating penances, made him 
kneel the floor the rear the room, 
stand with his face the wall, etc. Feeling 
that there was hope the teacher’s under- 
standing him, lost confidence himself, 
slipped into bad company, and ended 
penal institution. 

Somewhat similar the story David, 
pupil the seventh grade. was given 
habits slovenliness dress, uncombed hair, 
etc. The teacher contemptuously brought him 
before the class, held him their ridicule, 
and even had his classmates hold mock 
trial his case amid constant laughter. David 
never recovered from the humiliation. 
segregated himself from the class, became bit- 
terly antisocial, and dropped school before the 
year was over. 

ninth grader, was even more 
slovenly. neglected personal cleanliness 
the point where was disagreeable 
his vicinity. His former teachers and class- 
mates had had little with him pos- 
sible. His new teacher studied him. Finding 
that was wizard arithmetic, she gave 
him charge the advertising for the school 
paper, the first position offered him his

school life. She advised him read 
methods approaching prospective adver- 
tisers, knowing that all these treatises stress 
personal appearance. The day was make 
his first trip for ad, Edward came school 
well groomed almost unrecogniz- 
able. The teacher made comment, but 
asked lad from one the better families 
accompany him his first trip. friendship 
was thus started which would have been im- 
possible earlier. Edward never relapsed. 
finished high school and obtained position 
bank. 

inspiring story comes from the principal 
parish school registering more than 1,500 
pupils. She writes: “We have one group 
with many unpromising youngsters from 
very strange homes. very saintly Sister vol- 
unteered take the group this year. The 
transformation the class since September 
has been almost miraculous. the midterm 
tests, two this group did well any 
the group. When wanted change them 
they cried and begged stay with Sister.” 

Quite contrast the teacher who ridiculed 
12-year-old Rose the presence the whole 
class because she was seemingly too familiar 
with some the boys. Rose left the parochial 
school and with her Catholic practices. 
She leading wild life with check her 
conduct; for she comes from broken home. 

Christlike love for the social outcast. Paul, 
regular rascal all through the grades, came into 
the hands fine womanly teacher the 
seventh grade. the astonishment all who 
him, turned over new leaf and be- 
came quite respectable lad for the rest 
his school days. young man, however, 
returned his evil ways, was married before 
justice the peace, got into all sorts 
trouble which brought him into the hands 
the law, and was finally sentenced serve 
term the penitentiary. Following his release, 
returned his home parish one morning 
and crouching the shadow the buttresses 
the great stone church, watched the lines 
children passing their way daily Mass, 
hoping see the Sister who had once helped 
him the right path. Her keen eyes detected 
him crouching there, she spoke him, and 
invited him come see her that day after 
the classes were over. came and told her 
everything. Through her influence had his 
marriage rectified, received the sacraments 
again, and settled down decent living. 

Before leaving the consideration Christ’s 
poverty and humility which exemplified 
throughout the New Testament, might con- 
trast with the institutionalism some reli- 
gious teachers that sort collective egotism 
which shows itself inordinate pride 
one’s own religious community, and which fre- 
quently leads uncharitable attitude 
toward other communities; contrast also the 
race, religious, and class prejudices which show 
themselves positive antipathy toward the 
underprivileged child attending 
school, toward the colored members the 
Mystical Body, children from the fringe 
society. The tens thousands religious 
teachers who exemplify the social example 
Christ’s poverty and humility must bear the 
odium created these exceptions which easily 
gain publicity, and thus destroy the natural 
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admiration and esteem which people have 
those who lead religious life, positively 
hinder the work Catholic action, and some- 
times anger people that they become bitter 
enemies the Church. 


II. Christ’s Mercy and Kindness 


the second point note Christ’s mercy 
and kindness which Himself indicated?

They are charac- 
teristics every human heart can understand, 
thus making easy for all accept His invi- 
tation “Come Me.”

Cats and dogs for miles around well 
the neighbors several blocks had reason 
for sincere gratitude the humble Sister, who, 
however, disclaimed any credit. She merely 
made Christian out Bill, she averred. 
Good tends diffuse itself and Bill’s Chris- 
tian zeal was applied his whole family. 

Unlike Bill, George had happy home. His 
grandfather had been murdered this 
tragedy had plunged the entire family into 
melancholy state. They gave their faith 
because they argued that just God could 
send them such heavy cross. When George 
started school the teacher noticed some- 
thing was amiss. Without inquiring into the 
cause, she won the little fellow’s heart and 
good will. Like Bill carried his Christianity 
into his unhappy home and gradually brought 
the whole famiiy back Christ. 

Fred was fifteen and awkward, over- 
grown boy far behind his classmates the 
eighth grade. was sure but one thing 
that was stupid and good for nothing, and 
the future was but dark, bleak prospect. 
Into his life came new teacher. Very soon 
she discerned the utter despondency Fred’s 
attitude and set out help him. Before long 
Fred began change his ideas. caught 
with his studies, finished school with honors, 
and became priest. After eighteen years 
the priesthood declares that has never 
once read Mass without mentioning the name 
that nun whose “never-die” spirit and 
kindly encouragement won for him his greatest 
victory. This experience has given him 
Christlike zeal for all down-and-outers. 

impulsive disposition unbending 
will are traits character pupil which 
often come into disagreeable collision with the

high-school boy his most difficult years 
was constantly misunderstood home and 
school. Leaving school one afternoon after 
scene with the teacher, and knowing that 
worse scene awaited him home, decided 
commit suicide, having arrived the con- 
clusion that there was God would 
have helped him. the boy slouched across 
the schoolyard, met his first-grade teacher. 
She smiled him with her eyes and her lips 
and her whole soul and said cheery, hearty 
“Hello, James, haven’t seen you for long 
time.” That was all. But just that quickly the 
darkness left him. went whistling over 
church, threshed the matter out with the Lord, 
and miraculously got strength carry on.

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teaching schedule. The most eminently capable 
them, being much occupied themselves, 
often regard industry only virtue, totally 
forgetting that can become also vice. 
These thoroughly conscientious principals are 
often wanting imagination, therefore also 
often wanting they 
would most sincere, too, their protesta- 
tions that sympathy the one virtue they 
not lack. Brother Petroc’s Return 
gives excellent picture this type 
superior, although few teachers the ranks

Are 
boys and girls drawn the service religion 
when they see their teacher treated modern 
teachers not treat their pupils? Can the per- 
sonality teacher who living under such 
strain react favorably the religious de- 
velopment the young? 

Helen attended the state university and one 
week-end invited her non-Catholic roommate 
home with her. Anxious have her 
friend meet some Sisters, Helen brought her 
over the convent Saturday afternoon and 
asked for one her high-school teachers. 
After greeting Helen and her friend heartily, 
the Sister asked Helen she could not come 
back the next day there was faculty meet- 
ing five minutes. Just then the principal 
passed her way the meeting, stopped, 
and with word apology waved her hand 
toward the door, “Run along, girls,” she 
ordered, “Sister has time for you now.

his book Salve Mater, the former Epis- 
copalian Bishop Kinsman tells how once, when 
making the rounds his diocese, called 
convent transact some business for 
friend. was impressed what called 
the “delicate gaiety” the nuns that called 
again and again. The impression received was 
eventually notable cause his 
Dr. Kinsman could analyze what was the 
nuns which drew him Christ’s Church, but 
little child only knows that loves his 
teacher and would anything please her. 
“She loves with her eyes,” the only way 
one youngster could explain it. Asked Sister 
didn’t smile, too, answered, “Why, sure.” 
was not too little grasp that other 
quality teacher can take the place 
pleasant smile winning the good will and 
the earnest cooperation the pupils. 

course, this smile implies more than 
mere turning the corners the mouth. 
implies sharing the individual child’s 
experiences not immediately connected with 
the geography history catechism class. 
implies thousand and one closely linked 
nothings which reveal love and esteem and 
which make the child completely receptive.

See, except perhaps the Devil’s Advocate 
has any hint that discriminated against 
other members the Mystical Body because 
nationality race.

Finally, Christ frequently took part the 
ordinary social life His day thereby showing 
His followers the vast difference between sanc- 
tity and sanctimoniousness. Jansenism and 
Puritanism have caused lose sight this 
distinction and our influence for good has 
thereby been vastly shrunken. 


Christ’s Example 


“The supreme social message Christ’s ex- 
ample,” says Dr. Schumacher, “is contained 
aspect Christ’s social message the one 
which the 125,000 religious the United States 
preach daily the world. Our habit, our mode 
life, our very convent walls, all connote 
self-sacrifice.

Recreation and Education 


The report “Social Services” that are considering 
this series editorials “envisions” the unification the ad- 
ministration all public recreational activities the com- 
munity under the city board education. There recogni- 
tion the fact that regional rural recreation 
should organized under county state administrative units. 
The same “centralization” formula used, but little more 
cautiously here. But “Education” here used chameleon 
justify the identity interest and service “boards 
education” and recreation administrative units basis for 
centralization. 

“Recreation,” says the report, “is leisure-time activity 
purposeful yet unrewarded except the individual satisfac- 
tions may be, “active passive, organized un- 
organized, commercial, endowed publicly financed.” The 
need for it, with us, grows out the contemporary mechaniza- 
tion, standardization, and commercialization social activity. 
The actual programs aim “enrich life, promote health, in- 
crease working efficiency, and develop personality.” must 
have “all-day, all-year” recreation programs for all the people. 

The responsibilities for recreation programs are placed 
government and private agencies. Private agencies serve the 
purpose, according the report, supplementing the public 
recreation program experimenting, demonstrating new 
types services, and meeting the needs groups which for 
special reasons are not easily fitted into the public program. 
The governmental responsibilities for recreation programs are 
sometimes placed park authorities, school authorities, and 
sometimes directly the municipality itself. This means, 
course, administrative responsibility, for policy and budget 
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responsibilities are always the municipalities. This suggests 
incidental comment. This report seemingly assumes that 
these administrative agencies are entities possessed the 
power determine the public policies related fields, and 
commit the community long-term policies which are settled 
long advance conference the initiative one the 
agencies. You might say not “actually settled,” but conditions 
are created which make retreat impossible—or leave 
alternative. 

this field there need not for centralization, unified ad- 
ministration, and uniformity, but for cooperation and co-ordi- 
nation. This especially true with reference the facilities 
recreation, the “playfields, playgrounds, beaches, golf courses, 
wooded areas, field houses, and occasionally camps,” park 
authorities, the indoor and outdoor playgrounds, game rooms, 
shops, studios, gymnasiums, and auditoriums 
school authorities.

Procedures Reading 
James Fitzgerald, Ph.D.* 


ANY failures school and life occur 
because reading deficiencies. The 
writer found, the Walsh School the city 
Chicago, one hundred and seventy-six 
grades three eight, retarded from two 
more than four years; thirty-six 
the children were retarded two years 
more. the schools the whole country 
there great need for improvement 
reading. 

Often the retarded are found among the 
bright who have had poor start who have 
been exposed inferior methods teaching. 
Very often, however, the mediocre and the 
dull are handicapped reading difficulties. 
For each individual, bright dull, remedial 
program should initiated 
until difficulties have been overcome and 
interests good reading developed. 

diagnosing the difficulties, the defects, the 
interests, and the strong points each child, 
testing program including intelligence exam- 
inations, achievement tests, diagnostic tests, 
and interest inventories assists the teacher’s 
judgment determining the procedures and 
choosing the materials which will effec- 
tive improving the reading skills, abilities, 
and attitudes each child. 

The child who retarded reading has 
perhaps never experienced should 
through reading. material the right 
degree difficulty can located meet 
his interest, improvement can expected. 
checking child’s interests such questions 
the following are helpful:

Musings Galileo 


The Two Astronomical Systems 


The Copernican theory, which Galileo spoke 
fact, demanded change the inter- 
pretation the Bible. Such sentences “the 
sun rises,” “the moon sets” 
understood the literal sense the learned 
and the unlearned long the Church (and 
mankind) existed. this literal sense they 
were part and parcel the holy books and 
were officially and unofficially regarded 
evidently part and parcel divine Revelation. 
The new theory demanded that the literal 
sense they were not true. should remain 
conscious the fact that this indeed meant 
radical alteration the interpretation 
Holy Scripture. Statements which had all 
times and most generally been regarded 
Gospel truths, were now looked upon 
untrue. And all this without there being 
anything like peremptory argument for the 
necessity justification the change. Could 
the Church, the divinely appointed guardian 
and interpreter the Bible, permit such 
proceeding? 

long the heliocentric theory was 


propounded theory, the Church had 
reason interfere. And she did not interfere. 
She had not even objection against further 
study and investigation astronomers 
discover real proofs which would hold water. 
For more than seventy years (let not 
forget that), for nearly century, there 
was thought ecclesiastical procedure 
concerning it. During this long time astrono- 
mers were constantly discussing this question. 
They communicated one another their 
observations and drew their conclusions. They 
looked, unfortunately vain, for valid argu- 
ments. Meanwhile they left the Bible severely 
alone, but explored the physical world 
the stars. They knew that, were Copernicus’ 
idea once really and solidly proved, the 
doctrinal side would adjust itself with- 
out much difficulty. This was the correct atti- 
tude. Had their enthusiastic fellow astronomer 
Florence acted likewise, there would never 
have been Galileo case. But Galileo was, 
confesses himself, avidior gloriae, too 
eager for renown. His discoveries and inven- 
tions had already secured for him un- 
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usual and well-deserved fame, and saw 
here, thought, excellent chance 
augment it. attempted it. came out 
into the open with the assertion that the 
Copernican theory was longer 
but well-established tact, though had 
better proofs than his reticent predecessors. 


Galileo’s Arguments 


Galileo had constructed ior himself rather 
good telescope. (He not its inventor.) With 
made number startling discoveries 
the world the stars, which, however, 
furnished argument for the Copernican 
theory. saw that the Milky Way 
conglomeration countless little stars; 
found that the planet Jupiter has satellites, 
and distinguished four the nine which 
are present known us: was also able 
state the existence the remarkable planet 
Saturn; the dark spots the surface the 
moon recognized mountains. give 
him due credit for all these discoveries (though 
most them were about the same time 
also made others). But what has all this 
with the question the movements 
earth and sun? Perhaps the most favorable 
was the fact that the planet Venus appeared 
have phases; that is, its surface was 
various times completely less completely 
illumined the sun (like the surface the 
moon). This might indeed indicate that Venus 
revolved around the sun, but told nothing 
about possible movements the sun itself. 

His best argument thought had found 
the ocean tides. pooh-poohed the idea 
that they should have anything with 
sun and moon. maintained that the water 
the ocean, unable follow the rapid motion 
the earth, left behind and piles 
some western shore, from where 
rebound the opposite direction eastern 
shore. did not indeed the 
earth rotates around its axis, everything 
the earth will share this movement all times, 
just everything moving railroad train 
fully shares the movement the train. So, 
the water would unable follow the 
motion the earth, the air, too, would 
unable follow and would, since meets 
obstacle high enough stop it, 
constant motion from west east. Besides, 
ebb and flow would have occur periods 
harmony with the twenty-four hours the 
rotation the earth; periods 
twelve hours six hours. matter 
fact, the period the tides about six and 
half hours. 

Galileo evidently did not understand what 
the tides really are. knew only the tides 
the Mediterranean, which barely 
noticeable and have practical influence 
navigation. Had ever been England. 
would have known better. would have seen 
with his own eyes the actual difference be- 
tween high water and low water and would 
have noticed clearly the duration the tidal 
period and the fact that does way 
tally with the movements the earth. 
would never have the 
tides argument for the rotation 
our planet. 

None Galileo’s “proofs” has ever been 
advanced scientists. His “proofs” were 
proofs. The heliocentric theory was fine 
brilliant idea, but unproved idea. 


Infallibility 
The condemnation Copernicus’ theory 
has nothing with papal infallibility. 
was decree the Inquisition, not the 
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Pope. Although the Sovereign Pontiff approved 
and ordered its publication did not 
make his own. did not become papal 
utterance, and not looked upon such. 
not registered among the papal docu- 
ments. was decision papal committee 
(congregation). such decisions are 
obliged give our exterior interior 
consent, unless should happen that have 
full weighty arguments against them. The 
papal infallibility cannot delegated any 
separably connected with the Pope personally. 


The Real Proofs 


The first real proofs for the Copernican 
system, stated before, date from 1686 and 
1728. They are very complicated nature 
and suppose considerable amount profes- 
sional astronomical knowledge, that there 
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can thought reproducing them here. 
They establish the fact that the earth on, say 
the first April, physically spot 
the heavens which different from the spot 
which was the first January. the 
time Galileo such argument was prob- 
ably impossible. The telescope had not yet 
been perfected sufficiently and could not yet 
penetrate deeply enough into the mysteries 
the starry heaven. took longer time 
make the discoveries which furnished the facts 
upon which factual arguments could based. 

For brief representation the 
old and new systems see the little book 
Father Betten, Terms and Facts, 
under the articles “Copernicus,” pp. 36-42, 
and pp. 66-77, where some 
biographical notes and number other 
items not given here will found.

Visual and Other Aids French

Teachers French high schools 
usually find that pupils who have any language 
aptitude whatever like French can learn 
like it. The big problem teaching any 
foreign language combine its grammar 
and rules with practical everyday use both 
speech and translation. Interest must 
the keynote from the first the last day 
the course and visual aids give the teacher 
truly great support securing interest. 

Our first beginning French 
seems pronunciation. Each teacher has 
her preferred method for teaching this and 
will probably meet with greatest success 
using her own devices. 
phonetic method plus audio training. The 
aid. symbol for which English equiv- 
alent sound given placed the 
blackboard; e.g., which approximates the 
sound day.

Some teachers raise the objection that French 
newspapers and books are not written 
phonetics.

But often one method not sufficient for 
the best results and the use phonetics 
add daily audio training imitation 
the teacher.

Short action sentences are also 
taught connection with the objects; e.g., 
Ouvrez vos livres. Fermez porte, etc. All 
this done without the use text teach- 
ing grammar and the end two 
three weeks pupils are proud their achieve- 
ments and ready launch into the actual 
study French. 

are now using our texts and the problem 
learning vocabularies looms up. Posters 
and charts made the pupils 
clinch the words and make the learning process 
pleasure. Beginners French will 
splendid work this type with the aid 
construction paper and colored cutouts from 
magazines. Names the parts the body 
and articles clothing will longer remem- 
bered they are used connection with 
attractive posters football players, children 
play, and whatever appeals the pupils’ 
tastes. The special value this poster work 
the use the word connection with the 
object which done the usual key method. 
the same manner can taught the setting 
table, parts house, room furnishings, 
fact, almost all the everyday conversational 
vocabulary for there end material 
gleaned from old magazines which the 
pupils delight using, especially the posters 
are exhibition. the lesson foods 
will find the girls deeply interested prepar- 
ing original menus for distribution the 
class. quick and effective way test voca- 
bulary any particular unit trace the 
picture etched slide stereopticon 
machine and throw the screen. thus 
large enough for the class see and the 
various parts can named the teacher

Composition work likewise accelerated 
stamping pasting picture the top 
the paper which the pupils write few

Most our recent modern language books 
have cultural lessons English the native 
customs, places interest, folklore, history, 
etc., the country whose language being 
learned. Usually the books 
excellent pictures illustrating these reading 
lessons. Here wonderful opportunity 
use our stereopticon, still film, opaque 
motion-picture machine have one. With 
the cultural unit view one can build 
graphs many subjects interest 
Paris, Versailles, Louis 
Pasteur, Joan Arc, and hosts others. 

But what have none these projec- 
tors? First all, let make use pictures 
our own texts and discuss them fully. Make 
the picture study essential feature the 
lesson and pupils will often exhibit wide 
range knowledge which beneficial 
the whole class. Then can resort the 
scrapbook and have the children make collec- 
tions material related each cultural unit. 
Geographic and other magazines, post cards, 
foreign stamps, and newspapers supply what 
needed for extensive work this line. The 
Bureau French Railroads New York 
City will prove helpful the securing 
maps, charts, and geographical posters. 

Points grammar peculiar foreign 
language and therefore difficult remember 
can often taught effectively through the 
use cartoon picture, and some texts 
take this into consideration.

our own made the school mimeograph, 
edited and published the French Club 
entire class. This will also afford wide range 
for composition and practical application 
grammar rules. Try and see the splendid 
results. 

When comes letter writing, nothing 
real secure pen friends France 
for our boys and girls. The actual interchange 
mail adds zest which amount class 


teaching can ever give and addition builds 
vocabulary not found the textbook 
classroom. can begin having our 
pupils write English and receive the replies 
French. Later the method may reversed 
and ours may write French and give the 
foreign children opportunity practice 
writing English. The pupils themselves will 
devise their own means correspondence for 
this one phase French that seems 
need teacher incentive.

Whither High-School English? 


Analysis Current Trends

Analysis recent courses study well 
numerous reports the results curriculum 
revision indicate that extensive and free read- 
ing opposed required and intensive read- 
ing few selected classics becoming 
established practice. Briefly, this means that, 
instead all the students given class 
reading and studying minutely the same 
time required “classic,” the boys and girls 
choose and read, under teacher guidance, 
different books, the types, literary levels, and 
contents varying widely. 

restatement here the more generally 
accepted aims the high-school literature 
course necessary order that may ex- 
amine this somewhat radical trend the light 
these objectives and, accordingly, better 
able appraise it. spite much disagree- 
ment specific aims, analysis objectives 
found large sampling courses study 
reveals agreement upon one aim predomi- 
nant: develop the pupils ability read 
good literature understandingly and apprecia- 
tively, that both during their school days 
and after years they may able derive 
knowledge from the printed page and enjoy 
the companionship good books. 

If, then, our teaching literature has been 
successful the boys and girls leaving the high 
school will have acquired the habit good 
reading habit which should serve them 
through life. What are the actual facts? Re- 
ports numerous surveys which have sought 
answer this question are appearing our 
educational and other magazines. The results 
these studies investigating the voluntary 


reading both pupils still high school and 
boys and girls who have recently been 
graduated are not reassuring. There are data 
prove that many completed the required 
reading perfunctorily and then either read 
nothing more else turned trashy books 
and magazines. but few cases find 
the desired relation between the amount 
English taken high school and the amount 
and quality books read outside. survey 
New York City few years ago the 
leisure reading the boys and girls high 
school and those who had just left reveals 
results which are typical the findings 
other sections the country. Newspapers and 
tabloids ranked first amount reading 
consumed. addition, the graduates’ reading 
was characterized by. preponderance light 
fiction, almost complete absence matter 
challenging the intellectual powers, slight at- 
tention poetry drama, and undiscriminat- 
ing choice magazines. whole, the read- 
ing was accidental and haphazard, resorted 
for amusement and escape from boredom 
rather than way living. 

Results such these have led educators 
question the wisdom the traditional pro- 
cedures. The free and extensive reading pro- 
gram attempt solve the problem. The 
old method, that minute study all the 
pupils few selected classics usually drawn 
from the College Entrance Requirements 
1890, failed, advocates free reading main- 
tain, twofold count. 

the first place, its fundamental concept 
was false. Requiring pupils read good books, 
according evidence produced the re- 
search work, does not necessarily instill the 
boys and girls love for 
desire continue read them. Reading 
habits, evidently, cannot developed through 
compulsion. the pupil throughout his high- 
school course has not been given some freedom

Considering Individuality 


Moreover, the intensive required reading 
program does not consider sufficiently indi- 
vidual differences, which 
secondary education has made important. 
Investigations and common observation show 
that the average class varies widely reading 
ability, social background, interests, experi- 
ences, capacity, temperament. Because 
these differences, what one child enjoys and 
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profits by, his companion finds distasteful. 
Studies varying abilities versus required 
readings reveal considerable number 
ninth-grade students whose mentalities are in- 
sufficient grasp the significance Julius 
Caesar and disappointingly high percentage 
tenth-grade pupils whose restricted experi- 
ence precludes appreciation the lofty 
idealism classic such the The 
futility forcing these masterpieces upon 
boys and girls unprepared for them evi- 
denced the attitude the pupils who read 
perfunctorily school because coerced and 
refuse read all when pressure removed. 
Hence, the advocates free reading argue, 
must begin the pupil’s level and bring 
him gradual process where want 
him go. They insist upon experience mean- 
ingful the pupil all stages. book, 
matter how excellent, beyond the mental 
and emotional range the boy 
worse than waste time impose upon 
him. Moreover, they say, cannot learn 
appreciate literature, must satisfied 
teach him read good modern prose intel- 
ligently. his intellectual capacity does not 
carry him beyond the newspaper level, 
must teach him differentiate between facts 
and propaganda newspaper reporting. 
must provide range cover all 
levels. 

The problem the English teacher, then, 
twofold: first, finding for each pupil the level 
which begin; and, secondly, widening the 
range the pupil’s response literature. 
Through diagnostic tests, through individual 
conferences, the teacher studies the interests, 
amusements, 
habits, cultural background, and racial inher- 
itance each boy and girl find starting 
point. Frequently, aided his search 
reliance upon results surveys which point 
certain fundamental appeals appropriate 
for the various age levels. student has 
adventure story for the first book, the teacher 
introduces him better type adventure 
for the second, from which point the pupil’s 
interest may led into other fields. Mary 
likes Temple Bailey’s books and John likes 
Zane Grey’s, the teacher begins there, analyzes 
these books for the factors their appeal 
and suggests the student better works which 
have the same appeal. The point is, the 
Experience Curriculum emphasizes, the pupil 
should given experience reading which 
has intrinsic value for him now. The habit 
reading will formed only when the student 
can share the experiences which others have 
had. This implies the power understand, 
feel, and appreciate the ideas, emotions, and 
idealism others. Consequently, the classic 
which the teacher reveres often useless for 
the immature ninth-grade boy girl. Fre- 
quently the beginning must contemporary 
material, both books and magazines. 


Don’t Neglect Guidance 


From what has been said, should clear 
that the free-reading program need not mean 
lowering standards nor capitulating the 
immature tastes the pupil. Neither does 
imply that the boys and girls allowed 
drift they please. The idea not sub- 
stitute poor for good, but provide means 
whereby the pupils may guided from the 
place where find them the levels 
wish them reach. 

This brings the second step the 
teacher’s task. Since the pupil must able 
enter into the experience which the piece 
literature offers order enjoy it, his ad- 
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vancement along the literary path will neces- 
sitate widening his horizons, broadening 
his outlook life. Studies have shown that 
the appeal poor literature lessened the 
pupil grows the capacity understand and 
enjoy life.

Modern biography, travel, popular 
science open vistas for the pupil restricted 
social background. The child’s imagination 
must trained; must taught think, 
feel, observe. 

Measurements progress must, correspond- 
ingly, change. Current evaluating procedures 
which emphasize students’ ability recall 
multitude unrelated literary facts and tech- 
niques are frowned upon. Progress 
measured terms the quality 
and quantity reading done voluntarily, the 
range type and theme, the level maturity, 
the breadth experience, the perception 
beauty. The measurements are reality 
test the teacher’s own procedures. There are 
few, any, such tests available present, 
fact which presents challenge the alert 
teacher construct her own. 


Experiments 


Although few schools have committed them- 
selves wholly the free-reading plan, many 
have adopted modified form. Several 
studies extensive versus intensive reading 
have been made under 
tions. The research workers report that pupils 
read more books and make greater progress 
reading when free choose and when 
taught personal conference methods than 
when following prescribed reading regular 
courses. They also report gains reading 
skills and vocabulary growth. 

Also, come reassuring accounts from schools 
where the plan has been tried out its 
entirety. The English department the 
Negaunee, Wis., high school, providing psy- 
chologically sound incentives other than coer- 
cion, rewards, grades, maintains that 
possible obtain practically 100 per cent par- 
ticipation the extensive reading program. 
Ohio State University high-school reports that 
there need fear for the fate the 
classics such free-reading program. From 
161 most popular writers selected the stu- 
dents were very large per cent distin- 
guished writers the past and present. this 
experiment there were assigned books for 
uniform study. According the report, the 
method proved general success reflected 
through the quantity and character chosen 
material. Reading narrative fiction declined, 
with corresponding gains amount drama, 
poetry, and nonfiction general. 

The defenders free reading maintain that 
there enough significant data present 
justify the belief that normal 
habits good reading will with greater prob- 
ability formed when the pupil free 
choose his own books with appropriate guid- 
ance than when his reading selected for him. 


Classroom Equipment 


Experimenters point out that various factors 
are helpful making the free-reading program 
successful. The atmosphere the classroom 
should stimulus reading.

Carving, one the oldest crafts, affords 
unlimited expression individuality and 
skill. not only interesting; also 
great aid stimulating and developing the 
visual sense. This article explains the carving 
various mediums workable low relief, 
when the design figure only slightly 
raised; high relief, when the design 
figure cut away almost totally from the 
background; and the round, when the 
design figure entirely carved away from 
the background, the statue, The Thinker. 


Low Relief 
ood 


Wood convenient medium begin this 
fascinating craft carving. clean and 
refreshing work with and requires only 
small amount material. 

The best woods use first are gum- 
wood, yellow poplar, mahogany, California 
sugar pine, and linden wood. Many carvers 
use basswood common pine, but these 
woods split easily. 

order that the student may have clear 
accomplish, well have him work 
model plastic clay before .attempts 
wood carving. With this guide draw the 
design outline and trace (with carbon 
paper) the strip wood. Shade all 
parts cut away with soft pencil. 
rather deep line incised cut with the 
knife around the entire design. This done 
protect part the design from splitting 
off when lateral pressure used lower 
the background. This first cutting should 
about inch, according the depth 
the background desired. The background 
may taken out with sharp knife success- 
fully. Rapidity work obtained, however, 
using, besides the knife, small straight, 
wood chisel and small mallet. 

Tooling the background lower nearest the 
raised design and trifle higher toward the 
border edge gives the effect higher relief 
for the center interest the design chosen. 
sharp edges should left the raised- 
design pattern. greater portion the design 
should always show the knife strokes order 
the most artistic effects. Never 
sandpaper all possible avoid it. 

Keep all tools well sharpened, for the 
dull tools and not the sharp ones which cause 
accidents. 

finish for carved wood may obtained 
simple wax rub, high lighting with 
burnt umber and oil, artistic shad- 
ing with weak stain. However, any finish will 
enhanced the final application 
moderately heavy coating floor wax. 

Cigar boxes and candy boxes California 
redwood, ten-cent-store breadboards, wooden 
bowls, etc., all carve easily and make beauti- 
ful gifts. 

Soap 

carving material, soap inexpensive, 
easily worked, clean, and relatively durable. 
Although the many cheap soaps available will 
serve well for this work, the selection 
kind with tough consistency. which allows 
for direct carving increased thinness and 
transparency, will prove invaluable. The 
glycerine soaps are this category. From 
them can made tiny animals and birds that

have much the charm carvings jade 
and amber. 

After the side, front, top, and back views 
the figure design carved have 
been carefully drawn correct size, cut them 
out. With pencil sharp stick, trace these 
drawings the respective parts the block 
soap which has been scraped smooth. All 
the carving can done with pocketknife. 
Care should taken not cut away too 
much material one time. Small, exact cuts 
are better. 

obtain glossy finish, rub the soap with 
the palm the hand. Water colors tempera 
paints may also used. Give the article 
coat clear lacquer for permanency. 
Paraffin 

Melt paraffin shavings bars, the amount 
depending the size the article 
made. While the wax liquid, add enough 
powdered tempera obtain the desired color. 
After mixing thoroughly, pour into card- 
board mold harden. Proceed the carving 
soap crayon. additional decorations, 
such eyes, stripes, spots are wanted, 
paint the carved object with liquid colored 
paraffin. 

Plaster Paris 

Carving plaster plaques for wall decorations 
makes interesting and inexpensive project. 

The first step this work requires 
decision the general shape the plaque. 
For circular forms, make mold curving 
piece linoleum the desired length and 
2-inch depth. Fasten together with paper 
clips. square rectangular molds are 
desired, use two right angles wood, joining 
them with single nail allow for prying 
apart later. With moist clay, seal the bottom 
edges the mold some smooth surface. 
This will prevent the liquid plaster from seep- 
ing out. 

preparing the mixture take about two 
and three-fourths pounds plaster one 
quart water; pour the plaster carefully and 
work out all lumps. Also break all air bubbles, 
they will produce tiny holes and prevent 
smooth working surface. Remove the mold 
when the plaster hard, and with sharp 
pencil trace the previously drawn design 
it. The background may now cut away 
with sharp knife. 

Poster colors, thinned with water the 
desired consistency, may applied the 
appropriate areas while the plaster wet. 
dry surface, oil paints may used, 
mellowed effect may obtained even 
application oil turpentine. 

finishing touch and preserve the 
color, coat several times with white shellac. 
Attach short loop wire the back with 
thick 

Celluloid 

The handles discarded toothbrushes 
provide the material needed here. make 
rings, bracelets. any rounded project, im- 
merse the celluloid boiling water. When 
pliable, each end with pincers and shape 
desired. Fasten the ends 
drop acetone. Hold place until set, then 
carve with sharp knife. layered effect may 


produced acetoning together several 
pieces celluloid while they are still quite 
soft. Pendants, letter openers, and bookmarks 
also may carved this method. 

This new carving medium having 
advantage over soap the fact that neither 
chips nor cracks. Neither does shrink, warp, 
become brittle with age. Made with wax 
base, has smooth, clean cut which makes 
pleasant material handle. Because 
its excellent workableness, advisable 
use before soap. 

Carvrite can purchased from the Na- 
tional Handicraft and Hobby Service, 117 
North Wabash, Chicago, cakes any 
desired size for fifteen twenty cents 
pound. 

Shavings and undesirable pieces carvrite 
can remelted and used over again and 
again. 

Linoleum 

Battleship linoleum easily carved low 
relief. Using hard, sharp pencil, trace 
simple scenic, abstract, geometric design 
the surface. Either the entire background 
may cut away leave the design 
relief, only parts may gouged out 
irregular manner. Needed equipment in- 
cludes small U-shaped carving tool and 
knife razor blade. 

When the carving complete, the design 
may painted with colored lacquer, enamel, 
tempera. Finish the entire surface with 
several coats clear lacquer. 

Book ends, trays, table screens, sides and 
top boxes, inset panels, magazine racks, 
plaques, mats, tops occasional tables, door 
panels, drawer fronts, picture frames suggest 
themselves suitable for this form 
applique decoration. 

Craft Composition Board 

Most teachers are acquainted with the 
composition wallboard used making table 
mats. especially adaptable low-relief 
carving because made compressed 
layers, laminations. addition, the suc- 
cessive layers this Craft board come 
alternate colors white and blue, enabling 
the student carve easily and successfully. 

When first using this material, plan simple, 
abstract motif. This type design not 
only effective, but also easier carve 
than one more elaborate and intricate. 

After the design has been decided upon, 
transfer the mat means graphite 
paper, rubbing the back the sketch 
with soft pencil. 

The carving can done with thin-bladed 
knife. Cut down over the outline the design 
and lift out portions, leaving the rest relief. 
This may done only two general areas 
—the background and the relief portion. 
obtain several planes heights relief areas, 
carve through one layer and remove it. Then 
carve through second layer, and continue 
until the desired effect obtained. parts 
the design are accidentally cut out, they 
can replaced easily and permanently with 
ordinary paste. 

Some effective ways finishing the back- 
grounds the design the mats follow: 

obtain even effect, smooth down 
with the back penknife, pound with 
smooth, square bolt.

For hammered-metal effect, pound with 
roundheaded screws, nails, similar objects. 

Gouge the outline with V-shaped tool, 
shown the illustration (Fig. 6). This 
groove may left plain may filled 
with colored Reliefo, painted with 
tempera. 

Fill paper cone with colored Reliefo 
and add raised outline and details 
portions the design. 

Crayons, water colors, and tempera are all 
good mediums use coloring the mats. 
When crayons are used, well rub them 
heavily before polishing briskly with 
soft cloth. beautiful effect can produced 
applying tempera paints flat tones, just 
painting poster. When dry, brush 
coat liquid wax. obtain high gloss, 
coat with clear lacquer instead the wax. 
the mats are used with hot dishes, 
finish with application Valspar varnish.

This synthetic, mate- 
rial resembling amber. easily worked, 
durable, and beautiful. Obtainable wide 
range colors, sheets, and blank shapes, 
can fashioned into rings, bracelets, 
curtain pulls, pendants, letter openers, belt 
buckles, and costume jewelry.

this material can done with pocket- 
knife and small, fine files. Parts may cut 
out with coping saw and the edges may 
rounded with file. With soft cloth, polish 
the finished article high gloss. 

Cork 

Sheet cork made thickness 1/16 
inch, but this can increased gluing to- 
gether several layers. There little waste, 
even small scraps can used. 

The carving cork requires very sharp 
greased knife razor blade. not pry out 
pieces, but make clean cuts. Smooth off sharp 
edges with medium-textured sandpaper. 

Cork takes oil paints, water colors, inks, 
pastels chalks, lacquers, wood stains, dyes, 
and wax crayons. The latter may pressed 
with hot iron left first applied. 
Perhaps tinting the most effective, because 
brings out the pleasant cork texture. Tint 
with thinned colors any the mediums 
suggested above. Use turpentine benzine for 
thinning oil paints and wood stains, and 
lacquer thinner for lacquers. Rub the tints 
with cloth. 

guarantee special protection, apply 
coat very thin one part shellac 
two three parts alcohol—or clear 
lacquer similarly diluted. Avoid heavy coat- 
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ings shellac lacquer articles that are 

When making trays book ends, mount the 
cork wood, metal, heavy cardboard 
insure greater stability. Mats, boxes, buttons, 
buckles, and bracelets can also made 
carved cork. 


High Relief 


With the exceptions linoleum, celluloid, 
cork, and composition wallboard, all the mate- 
rials explained above can carved also 
high relief. these may added plastic 
wood and marblex. 

Plastic Wood 

Plastic wood readily molded into various 
shapes, and dries hard that can 
carved chiseled the same manner 
wood. Figures may roughly shaped while 
the material soft, and the fine lines may 
carved when has set. 

Any coloring agent may applied, and the 
finish may the same that wood. 
Marblex 

This material resembles plaster, and the 
same general directions given under plaster- 
of-paris carving may followed here. 


the Round 


desire carve the round will follow 
experiments low and high relief. this 
work, important remember how the 
finished product must look when viewed from 
all sides. Vegetables, such potatoes, turnips, 
and carrots, are good material begin with. 
Some them suggest figures animals even 
before the carving done, and few skill- 
fully placed knife cuts may turn potato 
into cunning animal quaint old man. 
Such figures may painted with water colors 
tempera. 

After degree ability placing suitable 
cuts obtained, more substantial 
material. 

make wooden figure old wash 
lady, block straight-grained softwood 
(white pine bass), small saw, pocket- 
knife, and paint are required. Lay out 
inch squares the sides and front the 
block (Fig. 2). First, saw all horizontal 
lines; continue with the lines the back 
and side the head. Next, saw partially 
all remaining lines from the side and from 
the front (except the lines for the feet, which 
may cut all the way in). Now cut out 
entirely the back, front, and side lines. 

the blank (Fig. 3), sketch the old lady’s 
face, kerchief, and the outlines her arms 
and washbasket.

The following imitation 
was then written student nurse, correlating 
mathematics, English, and nursing.

Street, hospital and laboratory was con- 
structed where research work might done 
Geometricians who demanded adequate 
proof and sound reasons for all their state- 
ments. The first patient was taken Doctor 
Protractor, specialist from Euclid, who was 
very skillful dealing with angles. The 
patient, Mr. Isosceles Triangle, mental case, 
believed that was deformed since two 
his three angles were equal. Doctor Compass 
also helped bisecting the unequal angle, 
and assured the patient that since the 
halves were equal the two parts became con- 
gruent and that this was perfectly normal 
condition. Unsatisfied with this decision, Mr. 
Tsosceles Triangle called another physician, 
Doctor Straightedge, who after hours 
laboratory experiment and consultation with 
Doctor Compass, found that his two sides 
were equal but his base was unequal them. 
The Doctors then explained that bisecting 
the angle opposite this unequal side, the two 
triangles thus formed were necessarily con- 
gruent due the conditions existing two 
equal sides and the included angle.

NEED FOREIGN LANGUAGES 


Every professor graduate 
graduate English whom have applied has 
said heartily that .English cannot satisfac- 
torily mastered students without some 
foreign-language equipment. 

And yet, four fifths the teachers colleges, 
and fifth the others, require foreign 
languages, even for majors English. 

The obvious contradiction here, need 
hardly said, calls for public airing. That 
has not received its due proportion this, and 
especially not recent years, springs doubt- 
less from the fact that the masters English, 
including those high professorial positions 
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concerned with the language and literature, 
feel that the connection between English and 
its origins and backgrounds elementary 
not call even for mention, much less 
proof. However, elementary though is, this 
intimate and necessary relationship, 
facts above show, not being understood, nor 
the statement enthusiastically received, 
great part our American educational 
world, and this state affairs has been going 
for many these fast-moving years 
that general knowledge English has declined 
very low ebb, and the techniques teach- 
ing more and more come reveal profes- 
sional disillusionment and despondency.

Personal and Professional Qualifications 


The age the parish-school custodian 
appears minor consequence his 
work the schools, but may occasion 
trouble when either too high too low. 
The custodian who too old not likely 
see dirt. The very young custodian, the 
other hand, lacks the experience and patience 
necessary for the varied responsibilities con- 
nected with the care school building. 
generally conceded that, reasonable 
length efficient service guaranteed, 
custodians should selected from the age 
group between and years. 

Experience generally understood refer 
any act made skillful means trials 
and observation; custodial experience may 
similarly interpreted. Skill and experience are, 
indeed, essential work that involves such 
varied activities those the custodian. 
his Efficient Business Administra- 
tion Public Schools gives partial list 
custodial duties, comprising more than one 
hundred activities. Perhaps there phase 
school administration seemingly simpler 
and yet presenting more difficult and perplex- 
ing problems than the operation and custodial 
care the school plant. The consensus 
writers the field that the majority 
school executives are not adequately trained 
supervise custodians, that most custodians 
have special training, and that there are 
few definite standards.

hours, these rooms are frequently neglected, 
although there scarcely another part the 
school that needs great attention.

Efficient 
school housekeeping requires men and women 
who have not only adequate education but 
who have also sufficient training the best 
methods custodial care. This training should 
include knowledge principles sanita- 
tion, heating, and ventilation. implies also 
skill the most effective use tools, mate- 
rials, and equipment. 

Custodians generally receive their training 
either working under experienced custo- 
dian taking special courses equip 
them for their duties. The former method, 
which might considered apprenticeship 
training, often considered inadequate since 
much that custodian ought 
frequently overlooked. One type apprentice- 
ship training that can recognized being 
adequate fit the custodian his work 
being carried city New Jersey. 
Here one school the city designated 
the superintendent schools custodial 
training school. All apprentices spend from 
three months year this school before 
being placed other schools under experi- 
enced custodians. For the past two decades 
administrators have recognized, however, that 
there real need for training custodians 
their specific duties they are render 
efficient services the schools. The outcome 
that custodial training schools have been 
established various cities the United 
States. 

acquired fitness for certain work. this 
sense frequently supplements 
While one might list custodial aptitudes in- 
definitely, nevertheless, several these are 
particularly important for efficient 
Among these, one might mention the ability 
shift quickly from one job another, 
punctuality, systematic organization work, 
initiative, and the ability use time sched- 
ule planning work. 

The ability shift quickly from one job 


‘to another not only desirable but also 


necessary aptitude. While the custodian 
frequently happens that the boiler other 
valuable apparatus needs servicing. im- 
perative that able shift quickly 
the job demanding immediate attention. 

often stated that punctuality the 
courtesy kings, but less virtue 
school custodian. doors are not un- 
locked punctually, heat not sent class- 
rooms time each morning, repairs are 
postponed from day day and many other 
duties that require attention are neglected, the 
school cannot function efficiently and hundreds 
people are inconvenienced. 


Schedule Work 


systematic organization work makes 
for efficiency and good order any type 
employment. If, however, the case with 
the custodian, the work such widely 
varied nature that hundreds activities are 
involved every average school, what 
happen organization routine work 
lacking? This item has great deal common 
with the custodian’s time schedule. Without 
time schedule cannot organize work 
systematically and vice versa. has been 
found that many parish-school custodians 
regular working schedule. This implies that 
great deal work done 
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not all. While ideal schedule can 
formulated that will suitable for all schools, 
that schedule work will not promote 
efficient labor. 

That initiative manifested the custo- 
dian another desirable aptitude. Situations 
calling for immediate action (emergencies) 
arise frequently schools. able 
meet these unforeseen situations requires in- 
The individual has have recourse 
means and measures outside ordinary 
routine. Without initiative 
merely mechanical automaton who will fail 
act unforeseen circumstances. 

The custodian’s attitude integrating 
force that unites skill and knowledge, gives 
him new and broader points view, and 
thereby makes his work meaningful. Out 
this wholesome attitude, comes clearer 
understanding the relation his daily 
tasks the system and education 
whole. 


Attitude 


The task the custodian difficult one; 
has many people please. Not only must 
perform his duties manner satisfactory 
the pastor, but must also 
moniously with the principal and teachers. 
addition there the necessity enlisting 
the good will the boys and girls. man 
good morals and good habits must 
discountenance any tendency toward vulgarity 
improper conduct any part the build- 
ing anywhere the premises. His daily 
contact with the boys the basement, the 
toilets, the halls, and the playground estab- 
lishes definitely pleasant hostile attitude 
which helps make his work easier more 
difficult. cooperative attitude should exist 
between the school custodian and the pupils. 
many schools where often the only 
man the premises; boys look upon him 
friend. surly attitude toward the chil- 
dren antagonizes pupils, especially boys, who 
will great lengths venting their spleen. 
the other hand, the custodian should not 
encourage too great familiarity with the chil- 
dren. The older boys particular like visit 
the engine room. order not stifle this 
natural adolescent spirit investigation the 
can show that his duties not 
permit giving the student machine course, 
and that furthermore their presence may 
dangerous themselves and their companions. 
There will other opportunities the corri- 
dors and the playground foster 
companionable attitude with students. 

The custodian’s courteous attitude toward 
the principal and teachers valuable and 
desirable asset. The principal, because his 
position, has generally more reason for con- 
tacts with the custodian than have the various 
teachers the school. The sad situation 
many parochial schools that the principal 
has jurisdiction over the custodian since 
entirely subject and responsible the 
pastor. The pastor, because his onerous 
duties, can spend little time school. 
conscientious custodian keeps 
calls the principal’s the 
pastor’s attention any repairs un- 
able make. the relation between prin- 
cipal and custodian wholesome one, 
will free make suggestions for the im- 
provement the building. Such suggestions 
may made any time the person whose 
dutv authorize their fulfillment. 

The ideal custodian manifests his courteous 
attitude toward teachers complying with 
reasonable requests. does not wait for 
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directions from the principal but carries out 
the teacher’s suggestions immediately. Teach- 
ers need assistance from time time 
adjusting seats, repairing shades, cleansing 
the floor after child has become ill. When 
kindly attitude exists toward teachers, the 
custodian meets these emergencies they 
were routine duties and enjoyed 
cooperating with the teachers and pupils for 
the welfare the school. general 
wholesome attitude maintained between the 
custodian and other school personnel there 
built spirit which highly effective 
promoting the adequate care the school 
buildings. This best accomplished the 
custodian courteous, obliging, 
operative, recognizing authority and taking 
personal interest the children. should 
tactful, self-controlled, and able work 
with teachers and pupils varying disposi- 
tions. case, however, should the custo- 
dian exercise control authority over pupils. 


Neatness and Cleanliness 


Administrators and all others interested 
schools are fully aware the nature the 
work done the custodian even though 
they may have knowledge its details. 
Since his big job repair, clean, and heat 
the building, evident that the custodian 
should dressed manner adapted his 
employment. should, however, always 
neat and clean. recent years many school 
systems have found advisable legislate 
uniforms worn the custodians. Thus 
blue shirt dark gray one with collar 
attached, and black bow tie are frequently 
recommended. Overalls should not worn 
those parts the building where teachers, 
pupils, and the public come contact with 
the custodian. Except when working the 


boiler room outside the building, the custo- 
dian should not wear hat cap. There 
are times, however, e.g., when cleaning flues, 
removing ashes, etc., when would foolish 
for the custodian wear anything else than 
old clothes. 

Every member the school ought 
well recommended. Obviously this includes 
the school custodian also. Just the 
duty every faculty member create good 
will all times, necessary for the 
custodian strive create good will. may 
necessary for the custodian occasionally 
meet visitors. appearance 
coupled with courteous and tactful manner 
will impress the visitor who will carry away 
good impression concerning the physical 
conduct the school. custodian who gossips 
and wastes time talking with teachers and 
pupils creates most unfavorable impression. 
While evident that custodians the 
course their work acquire information 
about teachers and pupils, ethical 
consider such information confidential and 
hence not discussed with persons not 
concerned. 


Responsible Position 


recognized that the custodian occupies key 
position the school. one the most 
important persons the school. Many admin- 
istrators insist that more difficult find 
good custodian than good teacher. 
also evident that controls valuable parish 
property. imperative that Catholic admin- 
istrators consider every aspect the qualifi- 
cations necessary order that none but well- 
qualified custodians entrusted with the 
care and maintenance the buildings devoted 
Catholic education.
